Senator J. C. Collier, of the 
district, may be shorn of his power 
to defeat legislation carrying out the 
governor's program, it was announced 
Wednesday by President Howard En- 
nis, of the senate. Unless Senator 
(‘ollier agrees to give all measures re- 
ferred to the finance commftee, of 
which he is chairman, full hearing 
and prompt reports to the senate, 
l’resident Ennis said he wil refer 
nll tax matters. to another committee. 

Furthermore, if Senator Collier per- 
in intention to form his 
“sales tax bloc” he will encounter 
the strenuous opposition of President 
Ennis, who said he will throw all his 
power against him to avoid an extra 
SeRSion. 
®“There will be no bloc in legisla- 
tion before the senate,” said President 
Ennis. “In conformity with rules of 
_ the senate and wishes of the people of 
(georgia, I shall endeavor to use all 
my power to avoid an extra session. 

To Press for Action. 

“IT will endeavor to have considered 
on the floor of the senate every piece 
of legislation towards the program of 
progress for greater Georgia. 

“Certainly, no one man can pre- 
vent the progress and the usual work 
of the senate. 

“Unless Senator Collier will agree 
that all matters referred to the fi-

nanee committee shall have full and | 


free consideration and prompt reports 
to the floor, I shall refer all tax 
matters to another committe of my 
own choosing. I do not propose to 
have the bills embodying the govern- 
or’s program pigeon-holed.” 
Answers President Ennis:* 
Answering President Ennis, Senator 
Collier declared in a statement that 


he reserves the right to fight any 
measure he sees fit on the floor of 
the senate, and that so far as the fi- 
nance committee is concerned, any and 
all matters referred to it will receive 
prompt and unbiased’ consideration 
and will be promptly reported back 
to the senate. 

“My position as chairman of the 
finance committee will not affect any 
legislation coming into my hands, 
although my views might differ from 
those of Governor Walker,” Senator 
Collier said. “I will not jeopardize 
the integrity of the president of the 
state senate or any member of the 
finance committee, but I do reserve 
the right to speak my views on legis- 
lation before the members of the sen- 


te. | 

Mr. Collier said that he is opposed 
to Governor Walker's income tax pro- 
gram for the reason that he does not 
believe it for the best interests of 
the state to have’ an income tax at 
“this crucial moment.” 

Personally. he said, he  esteems 
Governor Walker and President Ennis 
highly. There is no income tax leg- 
islation before the committee at the 
present time, and there has not been 
in the past, he pointed out. 

“No committee of the assembly has 
handled its business more promptly

It is the uni- 
versal experience, ne said, that a road 
which carries 500 cars a day cannot 
be economically maintained except 
with a first-grade hard-surfxced high- 
way. The next 1,400 miles, he said. 
showed the census between 300 and 
X00) car severy 12 hours, which calls 
for a semi-hard -surfaced road, com- 
posed of gravel or other material cov- 
ered with asphalt. The balance of the 
system of 6,000 miles showed less than 
300 cars, and requires only top-soiled 
road until traffic increases. 

With the $70,000,000 of bond 
money, spent at the rate of $10,000.- 
OOO a year for the next seven years, 
said Mr. Neel, 1,800 miles, or 30 per 
cent of the system, can be permanent- 
lv paved with hard-surfaced roads 
This, he said, would take care of the 
00 miles which now demands such 
paving, and an additional 900 miles 
which will show gains in traffie to 
demand it before the seven-year period 
is up. 

Semi-hard surface treatment can be 
given to 2,400 miles, and light traffic 
roads constructed on the remaining 
1,800, he stated. This program, he 
said, would allow the state to catch 
up with traffic demands on its roads

Mrs. C. Bb. Harris, who was shot 
twice ‘Tuesday night by her enraged 
husband, a chief painter at Fort Mc-. 
Pherson, will not die from her wounds, 
physicians at Grady hospital 
nounced Wednesday, although her ab- 
domen was twice pierced by bullets 
from her husband’s revolver. 

Harris, who shot himself: in the 
head, inflicting only a _ superficial 
wound, is held at police headquarters 
under a blanket charge of -suspicion. 


“Thank God for that,’ Harris said 
when told that his wife was recover- 
ing. “I love my wife. 1 don’t want 
her to die. I know I never would do 
such a thing again. I am subject to 
fits of extreme nervousness and this 
must have been the cause.” 

The shooting, which took place at 
the home of Mrs. Gussie Harris, 
mother of the young man, at 310 Cen- 
tral avenue, was said to have been the 
climax to a domestic quarrel of some 
months standing. Financial troubles 
also had interfered to mar the hap- 
piness of the couple, it was said. <A 
home they had been buying had been 
taken from them when payments 
lapsed. 

The quarrel was renewed Tuesday 
night, according to police, culminating 
when Harris slapped his wife and 
when she ran from him, seized a re- 


volver and fired at her five times. She | 


fell wounded, and Harris reserving the 
last cartridge for himself fired at his 
head, but the bullet only grazed his 
scalp.

Savannah, Ga. July 22.—(Spe- 
cial.) —J. A. Langford, agent for State 
Veterinarian Peter F. Bahngen, has 
been adjudged in contempt of court 
and sentenced to 30 days in jail for 
refusing to cease his work of dipping 
horses and mules on St. Catherine’s 
island, a large island off the Georgia 
coast. 

Dr. Bahnsen had ordered that all 
horses and cattle on the island be 
dipped to prevent cattle tick, but 
there was much opposition to the or- 
der. Some days ago an injunction was 
secured against Langford, Bahnsen’s 
agent, to prevent him from dipping 
horses and eattle on the island, on 
the ground that it was injurious to 
the stock, but the agent refused to 
discontinue his work when notified by 
a lawyer of the injunction. 

Langford was then arrested and 
taken before Judge Peter F. Meldrim, 
of the Chatham superior court, who 
had issued the original injunction. He 
was sentenced to 30 days in jail. for 
contempt of court, but filed notice of 
appeal and is now out on a $500 
bond.

AYOR CHAMPIONS 
COUNCIL CONTROL 
MF SCHOOL FUNDS 


Sims Vetoes Action of 
Council in Requesting 
Legislature Not To Au- 
thorize Change. 


Expressing definite views that 
financial eontrol of Atlanta’s public 
school department should be under city 
council, Mayor Walter A. Sims Wed- 
nesday vetoed a resolutton adopted by 
council Monday, which requested the 
legislature not to authorize a change 
unless it was approved either by 
council or the people. 

The mayor stated that he is not in- 
terested in how members of the school 
board are elected, but expressed the 
hope that the legislature will pass a 
charter amendment returning financial 
control of the school department’ to 
council. 

Favors Council Control. 

“IT have disapproved. this measure 
in the interest of better schools for 
the mayor said. “I feel 


benefitted if council controls — the 
school department’s finances, and am 
sure that council could operate bet- 
ter schools at less cost than is now 
the case. 

“With finances of that department 
under council, $500,000 could be saved 
annually. Money is being wasted in 
almost every department, and a strik- 
ing example is the text book- problem. 
I understand that at present, first 
grade students are furnished with 
about 15 books, required by the rules, 
and paid for by the city, while other 
grades are provided with books that 
they do not even use. 

“In so far as the council resolution 
applies to election of members of the 
board of education, I am not con- 
eerned. So far as selection of mem- 
bers of the board is concerned, it is 
perfectly agreeable with me to have 
them. elected by the people, but a 
charter amendment should be pro- 
vided whereby the financial control 
of the public schools ef Atlanta be 
placed under the city government. 

“In my opinion, the schools would 
be benefited by such a change and 
for this reason and none other, I am 
in favor of a charter amendment 
whereby the financial control of the 
public school system would be under 
the mayor and general council of the 
city of Atlanta.

Daily Bemoan Poor ‘Business’ 


Chicago, July 22.—(?)—Chicago 
beggars receive from $5 to more than 
$11 a day, and they are complaining 
because “business” is falling off owing 
to competition. , 

The figures were made public to- 


ed an investigation for the social sery- 
ice administration of the University 
of Chicago. 


The incomes ran as high as $20 a 
day. Freund observed 10 Chicago beg- 
gars for a total of 647 minutes and 
saw them receive 420 contributions. 


He estimated the average contribution 
at seven cents and found them to be 


receiving $2.42 cents an hour. For 
an eight hour day, he estimated this 
group received $11.46 each. 

Forty-three mendicants interviewed 
showed an average of $219 to $28? 
a day for the group. “Old timers,” 
however, were indignant in their as- 
sertions that beggars from other cities 
are usurping the field and that “busi- 
ness” is being ruined by so many en- 
tering it. Receipts two years ago 
were much larger. 

Because of migratory habits, no 
estimate as to the number of beggars 
in the city was given.

SCOPES RECORDS 
FORAPPEAL CASE 


End of Dayton Trial 
Means Beginning of 
Hard Work for Chief of 
Defense Counsel. 


Dayton, -Tenn., July 22.—()— 
Close of the “Scopes case” brought 
onJy extra work for John R. Neal, 
chief counsel for the defense. His 
was the task of preparing the record 
of the conviction of the 24-year-old 
school teacher, on a charge of teaching 
evolution theories in the _ public 
schools, for submission to the supreme 
court. As he began his work today 
he estimated that one week would be 
required in getting the document 
ready for the printer. 

With Scopes convicted and 3en- 
tenced to pay a fine of $100, the scene 
shifted from Dayton to Knoxvilie, 
where ‘the supreme court hears cases 
from East Tennessee in September. 
Thg Tennessee supreme court meets in 
Knoxville, Nashville and Jackson and 
failure to be heard on the “evolution 
issue” in September would result in a« 
deiay of one year. 

Lawyers yesterday suggested a bare 
possibility that the case might have to 
go to an appellate court before reacli- 
ing the supreme court under an act of 
the last legislature expanding the 
power of the court of appeals to hear 
certain cases formerly considered by 
the supreme court. It was considered 
unlikely, however, that the Scopes 


ease would be sidetracked before , 
reaching the state’s highest tribunal. 

In connection with the perfection 
of the appeal it was pointed that a 
new lineup of lawyers may be found 
when the case is heard in Knoxville. 
Jonn I. Neal, as senior counsel, was 
expected to represent the defense but 
his associates may not be those who 
appeared in the tria} court. Bain- 
bridge Coiby, formen secretary of 
state, an active figure in the case be- 
fore the trial at Dayton, was not pres- 
ent here but his associates pointed out 
that he had not withdrawn and was a 
member of defense counsel. Asked if 
Mr. Colby would make an argument 
before tne supreme court, Dr. Neal 
said that while he was not prepared 
to announce who would speak for he 
defense at Knoxville, Mr. Colby was 
“still in the case.”

EVOLUTION FIGHT 
HITS WASHINGTON 
IN COURT ACTION 


Rider to Appropriation 
Bill Precipitates Battle 
on Teaching of Scientific 
Theories in Schools. ~ 


Washington, July 22.—(?)—An 
action which may throw the whole 
evolution question into the federal 
courts for judicial determination as 
to whether the teaching of this scien- 
tific theory inculeates disrespect for 
the Holy Bible was begun here today 
by Loren H. Wittner, a government 
employee. ‘ 

The vehicle employed is a rider to

propriation bill which provides that 
“no part of this sum (for the public 
schools) shall be available for the 
salary of any superintendent who 
permits the teaching, or any teacher 
who teaches disrespect for the Holy 
Bible.” 

The action is in the nature of an 
injunction proceeding directed at the 
auditor and disbursing officer of the 
ep~retrict of Columbia, and Frank 
White, tre:.surer of the United States, 
to prohibit them from making further 


payments of salaries to Frank W. 
Ballou, superintendent of schools, 
and W. P. Hay, head of the depart- 
ment of biology and chemistry in the, 
Washington high schools. 

Immediately upon the filing of the 
proceedings, Justice Siddons of the 
District of Columbia supreme court, 
issued a rule on the two district of- 
ficials, Daniel J. Donovan and James 
R. Lusby, and Mr. White, directing 
them to appear July 28 to show cause 
why an injunction should not issue 
against them. 

In his petition, Wittner sets forth 
that he brings the suit in his own 
right as a taxpayer. After the filing 
of the suit he declared that he was 
a fundamentalist and that he was 
acting for himself. He is represent- 
ed by Attorneys B. H. Dolby and 
J. N. Torvestad, young Washington 
lawyers.

Echo otScopes 
Case Is Heard 


In Committee 


Question Relating to Belief 
in Bible Draws Direct 
Answer. 


An echo of the famous Scopes trial 
was’heard in general judiciary com- 
mittee No. 1 of the house Wednes- 
day afternoon, when the question of 
the personal belief of members of the 
committee in the Bible was injected 
into a discussion on a bill to amend 
divorce laws of the state, which was 
approved. 

Just as W illiam Jennings Bryan 
did in the famous evolution trial in 
Tennessee, the member asked as to his 
religious belief insisted on answering 
although the chair had ruled the ques- 
tion out of order, 

The bill under consideration pro- 
vides that total insanity for a period 
of five years by either party to a mar- 
riage shall be grounds for divorce. 
While Representative Parker New, of 
Laurens, was speaking on the bill, 
the stion was raised as to what 
ground§ of divorce are mentioned in 
the Bible.

INSURANCE TAX 
CHARGE FAVORED 


8-Cent Tax on Lubricating 
Oils Is Adversed by 
Ways and Means -Com- 
mittee. 


By a vote of 16 to 3 the house 
committee on ways and means Wed- 
nesday afternoon approved a measure 
to repeal the state tax equalization 
law. 

The bill was introduced in the house 
early in the session by Representa- 
tives Stovall, of Elbert, and McClure, 
of Walker. Both authors appeared 
before the committee at its meeting 
Wednesday and spoke briefly in sup- 
port of the measure. Little opposition 
developed and the favorable vote was 
taken after short general discussion. 

A number of other bills of impor- 
tance were discussed at the committee 
meeting. One, providing for a tax of 
8 cents per gallon on lubricating oils, 
was opposed: by prominent figures in 
the oil business in Georgia, who point- 
ed out that they sold a great deal — 
of lubricating oi] as low as 10 cents 
per gallon, and that on this class of 
goods the propéged tax would amount 
to 80 per cent of the sales price. 

The bill was adyersed on vote of 
the committee. ‘ : 

The committee repdrted favorably a 
measure requiring insurance agents to 
pay their occupational taxes direct to 
the comptroller general instead of to 
tax collectors of various counties as 
is done at present. The claim was 
advanced that this change will -raise 
revenues derived from insurance 
agents’ occupational taxes from $30,- 
250—the amount collected last year— 
to approximately $60,000. The meas- 
ure also provides for employment of 
an insurance clerk in the office of thé 
comptroller. 

Other bills, providing for revision 
of the state taxes on foreign and do- 
mestic corporations, to be substituted 
for the corporation tax section in the 


general tax act, were laid before the 
committee by Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral T. R. Gress, who stated that he 
had prepared them at the request of 
members of the house 

These substitute measures were re- 
ferred to a subcommittee of the ways 
and means cOmmittee, which also was 
charged with study and report on the 
general tax act, introduced in skele- 
ton form in the house Wednesday. 

They proposed to slightly reduce 
taxes. on corporations. byt the comp- 
trollers’ office claimed that they will 
result in increased state revenue by 
bringing all corporations affected on 
the tax ks. 

There was some discussion at the 
meeting of certain sections of the tax 
act adopted by the last legislature 
which haye been declared unconstitu- 
tional since their endctment, but no 
action wag taken and the sections in

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


IN THE GREAT OPEN SPACES. 
The ultraviolet rays of sunlight, 
the electric are lamp or the mercury 
vapor quartz lamp seem to be essen- 
tial for normal mineral metabolism in 
the body, that is, for the normal 
utilization of the important mineral 
substances in food, such as calcium 
(lime) and phosphorus. Whatever 
the mysterious factor in ultraviolet 
(invisible) light may be, the research 
workers have determined by animal 
experimentation and careful tests in 
human nutrition that the factor may 
be carried by certain food substances, 
or substances which may be used as 
food, notably cod liver oil. The physi- 
ologists have even found that other 
oils, such as olive oil, or lard, may 
be made to carry the factor by ex- 
thin films of the oils to ultra- 
Is this the unidentified 
r “which is called a vitamin?

of the future to settle that question. 
The physical superiority of troops

preparation for the world war. It had 
always been assumed that men in the 
west averaged higher and stature and 
in physical development or strength 
than men in the east. The move- 
ments of troops from cantonments to 
ports of debarkation gave frequent op- 
portunity for comparison of jacked 
bodies of men and convinced the most 
skeptical that men are men in the 
great open spaces. They grow bigger 
and better men out where the tall 
corn grows and on to the Rockies, 
My own deduction is that this differ- 
ence is a matter of ultraviolet light— 
the great open spaces afford more of 
it than the smoky cities of the east. 
L should not advise any short young 
easterner to go west in the hope of 
growing up as they do in the great 
open spaces, but 1] think infants who 
are destined to remain short onght to 
insist upon their parents moving out 
where the ultraviolet factor is free and 
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unsereened by cloud or smoke. 

Treatment of such foods as. meat 
and cereals with ultraviolet light has 
been found to impart to these foods 
the tactor necessary to prevent rick- 
ets, and it is now well known that 
mean and cereals are ordinarily in- 
capable of preventing rickets. 

Rickets is a disease of nutrition. It 
affects every part of the body, not 
merely the bones. In rickets there is 
a faulty calcium (lime) metabolism— 
for some reason the calcium in food 
or water is not utilized by the body 
as tully as it should be utilized, so 
that there is a lack of the necessary 
amount of calcium (or lime) in the 
bones and other tissues. Or it may 
be that there is an excessive elimina- 
tion or waste of calcium from the 
body. This is another question which 
must be left to the physiological chem- 
ist to answer finally. Anyway, we 
know that rickets is a disturbance in 
nutrition, mainly a faulty caleium 
metabolism. It is for the express pur- 
pose of preventing any slight manifes- 
tation of this very common disease 
that physicians now recommend the 
addition of a few drops or plain cod 
liver oil to the food of the artificially 
fed infant, beginning with say five 
drops twice’ a day for a baby two 
months old and gradually increasing 
the daily dose until- the baby takes, 
say a teaspoonful of cod liver oil daily 
from the time he is five months old. 
If the codfish should become extinet. 
don’t worry, but substitute sunlight 
for the cod liver oil. If the smoke in 
your town screens out most of the 
ultraviolet light, find a doctor or hos- 
pital where the ‘baby can be given the 
ultraviolet treatment—but for good- 
ness sake don’t mix this up with that 
worthless ‘violet ray machine.”

PUBLIC TO RECENE 
INCOME TAX DATA 


Washington, July 22.—(/)—In- 
come tax records for the last year will 
be opened for public inspection by all 
internal revenue collectors Septem- 
ber 1. 

Announcement of the date was 
made today by the internal revenue 
bureau after it was advised that the 
records would be completed before 
that time. 

Under a recent supreme court de- 
cision the tax figures made publie by 
the collectors can legally be published 
in newspapers. 

The law provides the statistics shail 
be made available by collectors at a 
time to be selected by the internal-rey- 
enue bureau. 

The bureau's announcement said no 
restriction would be piaced around the 
record during any working day for 30 
days after the books are thrown open 
September  s 

At the end of the 30-day period the 
time in which the public may examine 
the records will be regulated by each 
collector “with a view to preventiug 
undue imtererence with tne offieral 
work of his office.” 

“Following this 30-day period,” the 
statement said, “the lists must be 
open for public inspection a: least 
three days a week, and during such 
days the: shall be available to the 
public at least three hours a day. The 
days and the hours will be selected by 
each colleetcr of interna! revenue and 
due, publicity to their regula’ians will 
be given by the individual collectot:.”

Cantaloupe Crop 
Largest in Years, 


Chicago, July 22.—(/)—It begins to 
look as if the supply of’ cantaloupes 
this season will be the largest in re- 
cent years, if not the heaviest on 
record. The official forecast in 12 
states shows a total of more than 


6,000,000 crates. 

According to a report issued today 
by the United States government bu- 
reau of agricultural economics, parts 
of California outside of the Imperial 
Valley expect a crop of 1,820,000 
crates, an increase of 400,000 over 
last season. Gains of 50 to 75 per 
cent are also indicated for Arkansas, 
Maryland and Nerth Carolina, al- 
though recent dry weather may re- 
duce these yields. Indiana and Texas 
will probably have fewer cantaloupes 
than in 1924. 

A sharp decline in prices of canta- 
loupes has resulted from recent heavy 
arrivals. Meanwhile, shipments are 
rapidly increasing from central Cali- 
fornia, Arkansas and North Carolina, 
with the season also opening in Iln- 
diana, New Mexico and Nevada. 

Watermelons, as well as canta- 
loupes, are selling much lower.

Forecast Asserts Before Crossings 


Macon, Ga., July *22.—(Special.)— 
Voicing a protest against the grow- 
ing number of crossing accidents in 
Georgia, the Central of Georgia rail- 
way surgeons, in convention here to- 


day, adopted a resolution requesting 
the legislature, now in session, to pass 
a Jaw requiring three “bumps” to be 
built or placed in the highway 100 
feet of each crossing, and that the 
motorist be required to come to a full 
stop after passing the third “bump.” 

The resolution was introduced by 
Dr. Hancock, president of the sur- 
geons’ association, who made a strong 
speech in advocacy of his resolution. 
Dr. Hancock was delegated by the 
convention to present the matter to 
the proper legislative committees, that 
the “ridge’’ law might be adopted. 

“T -have -udvocated for several 
vears,” spoke Dr. Hancock before the 
surgeons, “that a concrete ridge, or 
several ridges,ebe placed at varying 
distances from the crossing, and when 
the motorist struck the first one he 
naturally would slow down, and when 
the last ridge was passed he should 
be required to come to a full stop 
before proeeeding across the railroad 
track.”’

Weekly Crop and Weather 
Summary of Cotton Belt 


| - Washington, July — 22.—()—Crop 
‘and weather conditions in southern 
| states for the week ended yesterday 


'were summarized by the department 
of agriculture today as follows: 

Local showers over Arkansas and 
eoast districts from Louisiana east- 
ward were beneficial to cotten and, 
in sections where moisture was suf- 
ficient the crop made good pregress. 
Over Texas and Oklahoma and gen- 
erally over the more northern dis- 
tricts to the eastward, there wcs lit- 
tle or no rain and growth was re- 
arded, though in many sections tue 
crop withstood the drouth well. 

In Texas the progress and condi: 
tion of cotton continued fair in the 
western half and locally in the north- 
east and coast sections, but deteriora- 
tion continues in most central and 
‘southern sections where plants are 
small, prematurely advanced, and 
some dying; picking and ginning made 
rapid progress in the south. In QOkla- 
homa drouth and -high temperatures 
continued and the crop generally de- 
teriorated, though it is holding up 
well: progress was poor, plants ygen- 
erally small, blooming to the top, and 
condition mainly is poor to very good. 
In Arkansas, Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi showers favored growth and the 
condition of cotton is mostly fair to 
good. 

In the more eastern states of the 
belt local showers in the southern dis- 
triets favored growth and the condi- 
tion and progress in those sections 
ranged from good to exelent. Over 
the northern portions the lack of rain 
prevented growth, and condition and 
progress were mainly only fair to 
good. 

The general absence of rain and 
continued warmth in the principal cor- 
fon states were unfayoravle to weevil 
development, and so faz they iave 
caused only small damage, though 
they are generally recorded as in- 
creasing, 

Fruit is generally good except some 
reports of apples dropping in South 
Carolina. 

Truck is mostly poor and needs 
rain in the southeast and it is mostly 
ruined by drouth in Oklahoma. Cane 
prospects are excellent in Louisiana 
and the erop is mostly laid by. 

Karly tobacco is -being topped in 
Kentucky, but the late crop is small 
and grew slowly; this crop made only 
poor progress in Tennessee. ‘Tobacco 
ix good to exeellent in South Carolina 
and much was cured in Georgia under 
favorable weather conditions. 

Early corn is mostly poor to fair 
and largely a failure in many _ por- 
tions of Texas and Oklahoma. The 
later ¢rop, however, is in fair to good 
condition.

Ac- 
cordingly after a sag at the outset, 
enough buying developed to bring 
about a moderate ‘temporary upturn.’ 
Then the demand dwindled, and late 
reports of rain in Montana and of a 
break in prices at Winnipeg started 
a wave of selling here that forced 
into operation numerous standing or- 
ders to stop losses on the part of 
the holders, a process which notably 
accelerated the downward swing of the 
market.

STATE COMMISSION 
FOR BLIND IS URGED 


eee 


A bill calling for creation of a state 
commission for the blind Wednesday 
Was referred to a sub-committee by 
general judiciary committee No. 1 of 
the house of representatives after 2 
hearing, featured by argument in 
fayor of the measure by Coroner Paul 
Donehoo, of Fulton cognty, and other 
prominent blind persons. 

The bill proposes to provide train- 
ing for blind persons and to place 
them in positions. 

The same committee adversed a bill 
by New, of Laurens, to prohibit com- 
bines in restraint of trade. The mens- 
ure was aimed at gasoline producers, 
and the committee pointed out that, as. 
drawn, it was unenforcible.
